"Answer: I know that execution orders rested in Himmler's 
hands. So far as I know no other sections of the RSHA could issu 
such orders without his permission. I know, furthermore, that . 


Concentration camps weve under one particular main acpartment, 
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namely, the oS Economic and Administrative main Department, the 
Chief of which was Pohl. The concentration camps had nothing to 
do with the RSHA. This applies to the whole of the administra- 
tion, food, treatment, camp regulations, etc. The inspector of 
concentration camps. was Gluecxs. The official channels were 
therefore: Himmler, Pohl, Giuecks, Camp Commandant. 

"Sixth Question: Did Kaltenbrunner order any of the econ- 
centration camps to be evacuated? 

"answer; Nothing is known to me that the defendant Nalten- 
brunner had issued any orders regarding the evacuation of con- 
centration camps. 

"Seventh Question: Did Kaltenbrunner issue the order to 
arrest all Danish citizens of the Jewish } and transport 
them to the concentration camp at Theresienstadt? 

The reason why i can answer this question 
exactly is because i myself as a member oi the Gestapo was con- 
cerned with this-matter in Denmark in oe ,tember 1949. ιν chief

He 
had gained great experience in Secret Stato Police matters over a period 
of many years Himmler thought highly of him, Kaltenbrunner didn't think 
anything of him at all. Kaltenbrunner had neither technical experience in 
police questions nor any interest in theme The Intelligence Service took 
up the main part of his attention and all his interest, expecially in so 
far as it concerned foreign countries, 

"Seventh question: 

"Who wasin charge of the concontration camps? 

"Answers 

"The SS Office of Economic Administration had sole charge of the 
concentration camps; that is, not the RSHA, and therefore not Kaltenbrunner. 
Hc, therefore, had no power to give orders and no cometency in this 
sphere, Judging by my opinion of him as a man, Kaltenbrunner certainly 
did not approve of the atrocities committed in the concentration camps. 

I do not know whether he knew about them, 

"Eighth question: 

"Did Kaltenbrunner issuc or transmit an order according to which enemy 
aviators who made forocd landings were to bo given no protection in the 
event of lynch justice being carried out by the population? 

"Answer: 

"No, I never heard about anything of the kind from Kaltenbrunner, 
although I was with him a great deal. As far as I can remember, however, 
Himmler issued an order of this kinde 

"Ninth question: 

"Did Kaltenbrunner issue orders that Jews were to be killed? 

"Answers No, he never issued such orders, and, in my opinion, he could 


not issue such orders on his own authority. In my opinion, he was opposed

"Tenth question: 

"What church policy did Kaltcnbrunner pursue? 

"Answer: 

"As a Vatican advisor, I often had tho opportunity of speaking to hin 
officially on this subject. He immediately surported my suggestion; made 
to Hitler in the spring of 1943, that a change in church policy should be 
effected so that the Vatican could be won over as a pence negotiator on 
this basise Kaltenbrunner had no success with Hitler, as Himmler took 
up the strongest attitude against him, The German Ambassador, Baron 
Weizsaecker, with whom I discussed the matter, had equally little success 
with the Ponce. Bormann had an oye kept on him for this reasone

If you asc me whether such limitation was at once apparent to the 
outside world, then I have to answer that it was never announced, so that 
formally the Prosecution are right when they are accusing me. 
the outside world is concerned, I have never introduced those 1: 1368 ϱ το 
that I ean only say that I can refer to the words of my then superior, and 
I thought I could rely on them. He stated to me in the presence of Nebe and 
Tueller that he had given those two the corresponding orders, which were that 
there should be immediate contact with him as there had been since Heydrich's 
death and that they were to report to him directly and received their orders 
from him directly. 

I om stating here emphatically that special tasks which had been given 
to Heydrich--such as, for instance, the task of solution of the Jewish 
probleme-wero not only not known to me at the time but they were never riven 
to me at all. Nominally I was the chief of the RSHA, and ns such I dest 
with the imnediate tasks, as I said before, cf creating this now intcllirence 


service; and those I rerarded asmy taskse But Himmler's contact with the 
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state police and the criminal police continued as it was, nnd it wasn't 
until much bter that I could find that it was often carried out in the 

name of the chief of the RSIA, that is to say, my name’, without that I knew 
of these orders when they were issued or that I had even seen them, 

The chief of the Gestapo and the criminzl volice carried out these 
orders from Himmler, but they did so in the manner that they used my name 
as @iief of the RSHA and signed with it, I shell probably have to state 
in detail later on that they continued habits which originated from Heydrich! 
time, who had the entire exccutive powers in his hand and who deputized 
corresponding powers to Mueller and Nebee But I never had those powers 
from the beginning, and therefore I couldn't have derutized any powers to 
anybody else. Perhaps I ought to add, on the question of my responsibility, 
oy saying that possibly I never have takon the necessary care t^ insure that 

situation was clarified and to show that there would be no order of the 
iminal police with my name on it. The fact that I did not concern myself 
with that sufficiently is Himmler's fault, but partly probably my fault too. 

Q I draw your attention to a statement from the chicf of Department 
IV, Ohlendorf, on January 3, 1946, made before this Tribunal. I am 
putting it to you briefly, and will you please make your statement, 

This statement of Ohlendorf's refers to the question of the executive 
power, ond Ohlencorf said, upon being asked a question: "If you put the 
question whether Kaltenbrunner could have caused executive functions to be 
carried out, then I must answer that with yes. But if, on the other hand, 
you refer to Mueller and Himmler, excluding Kaltenbrunner in this connection, 
then I must draw your attention to the fact that in accordance with the 
construction of the system of the RSHA Mucller was Kaltenbrunner'!s 
subordinate; and therefore orders from Himmler to Mueller would be orders 
to Kaltenbrunner also.

Q 1 now submit document 19/6-FS, USA Exhibit 525, The Prosecution 
has referred to this document.

Ina 
letter which has a signature "Mueller", dated 17 June 194 addressed to the

A I had no knowledge of the whole matter or of this document, but I 
should like to say in this connection that this‘ order of Hitler's and his basic 
attitude to the whole question became known to me later, I think this happene« 
at the headquarters in February 1945 and there, before witnesses and publicly, 
I stated that such treatment of soldiers and prisoners would not only be refused 
by me, but that any such order from Hitler would not be carried cut by mes 
I think another defendant here is calling a witness by the name of Koller, and 
I ask you to ask this witness, who was at that time the Chief of Staff of the Air 
Forces, how al stated in Hitler's personal presence what my attitude was 
regarding that question, which I heard of for the first time in 1945 as being 
his personal opinion, I cannot do more than to state before the Strongest and 
most mighty man, who said that anyone who would not obey an order would be 
shot -- I cannot do more than to say in his presence to the Chief of Staff of 
the Air Force that I will not obey such an order, 


Q I now come to document 2220-85, US Exhibit 526. This is an 


affidavit from the witness Schellenberg. According to it, in 19ll a mecting 


tock place between Kaltenbrunner and Mueller, Kaltenbrunner is Supposed to 
have stated that actions of the populations against terrorist fliers must not 
be interfered with and that, to the contrary, the hostile attitude of the 


population must be supported. I shall quote a few séntences from the examinatic:

of the witness Schellenberg on 3 January 1946, where he says; 


"In 1944 on some cther occasion I heard fragments fron a conversation 


which was taking place between Kaltenbrunner and Mueller. The following

that actions on the part of the population against British and American 
terrorist fliers must nct be interfered withe! An order was in existence in 
this respect from Himmler dated 10 August 1943, which wa given to the SD, and 
in accordance with that order, it was not the task of the Police to interfere 
with such clashes,!t 

Do you know Schellenberg? 

A I will say a few sentences regarding Schellenberg and his 
credibility with respect to this document, Pbhellenberg was under Heydrichts 
protection, and == 

THE PRESIDENT: He wants to know whether you know Schellenberg, 

That is α questicn you can answer, 
The question was, "Do you know Schellenberg."" And he goes off into a

He is a man who was acting on Himnler's 
behalf when Contact was made with the Swecish Count Bernadotte, He was the 
man who at the very last minute, through Mr, Muehse in Switzerland, established 
a Connection which was used to liberate a very few Jewish detainees who were 
Sent to Switzerland and other countries abroad so that a favorable impression 
could be created for Himmler and Schellenberg abroad, He is the man wh

together with another friend of Himmler's, carried cut an action so as to use an 
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organization of Rabbis to make a pact which was to be published in some large 
papers in America in headlines saying that there should be a better press for 
Hitler, These tricks I have criticized before Himmler and Hitler and discreditec 
them and said that it wes unworthy of the cause and of the Reich that in so 
important a matter, this method should be used , such as were being used by 
Schellenberg, I said the only correct way would be the immediate teking up 
cof connections with the Red Cross, Consequently, I prejuciced Himmler before 
President Burckhardt, and I forced him to adcpt a different attitude in this 
connection by asking Burckhardt personally to visit these campse 

Q But I puta Completely different que sti.n, 

A Yes, but I have t: say this so you can see how Schellenberg and 
Himnler must be Ci&appcinted about what I Was Coing anc why he is now interested 
in accusing me of breaking my word internationally; 

Q In other words, you want tc say that Schellenberg was against you 
and is implicating you wrongly? 

* Yes, 

Q Now, then, in this Cocument of Schellenberg's the events are 
referred to in connection with those 50 fliers, and Schellenberg reports that you, 
tozether with Mueller and Nebe, had a conference and that you, together, were 
trying to find an excuse so that the true events could be Camcuflaged from the 
public. I am asking you when cid you first hear of the Shooting of these 50 
fliers?

Q This document which I am submitting to ycu, or which I have submitte 
to ycu, is a letter from the OKW dated 2 September 1944, addressed to the German 
armistice Commission, It is signed by Dr. Lehmann, and it says with reference 
to the decree that it is stated that all noun-Germnan civilians in occupied 
territories who could interfere with the security or readiness of the occupying 


forces by means of terror or sabotage or in any other way are t 


to the Security Police and the SD, In the case of so import.nt a matter, it 


ppears improbable that the matter and the decree were not known to youe 
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I have no knowledge and I beg to be given permission to clarify 
the situation. May I first of all Say, please, that in no document is 
there better proof for the fact that the SD is wrongfully attributed an 
executive function. No document makes that clearer than this. It says 
here on lino four: 

Neein any other way should be handed over to tho Security Police and

The higher police leader East is a department, a service department 
in an cecupied territcry which comes directly under the Reichsleader SS and 
not in any under any of the cantral departments of the RSHA s^ thai I could not 
possibly have knowledge of that order, However, the police leaders in ccupied 
territories were immediately subordinate to Himmler, 

Q I now come to the next accusation of the Prosecution regarding the 
concentration camp at Dachau. A document exists which has the number 3l62—-FS, 
USA 528, It is a statement by the chief of the State Building Department 
Gerdes, 

The Prosecution is accusing the defendant that the concentration 
camp at Dachau and its two next camps at Muehldorf and Landsberg were to be 
removed by bombs or by the use of poison by order of the defendant, I shall 
read a few sentences from that document, They are on page two of the German 
text, near the end of the page, 

"In December 19) or January 1915 I was in the office of Gauleiter 
Giesler in Munich, Ludwig street 28 and hac the pportunity to learn about a 
secret order from Koltenbrunoner. Gauleiter Geisler received that order in 
my presence through a courier ard after I had been given permission to read it 

was Cestroyed iu accordance with the remark on the docume: : ‘To be 
destroyed after cognizance has been taken.: The order which was signed by 


Kaltenbrunner was worded rovzhly as follows: 
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"*In agreement with the Reichsleacer 3S I have instructed all 
higher police departments that every German who participates in the future 
in persecution and destroying of enemy flyers will remain unpunished.? 
"Giesler told me that he was in contact with Kaltenbrunner since he 
was considerably worried over the attitude of foreign workers and articularly 
the inmates of the concentration camps at Dachau, Muehldorf and Landsberg, 


which were in the path of the approaching allied armies, 


"On a Tuesday in the middle of April, 1945, I had a call on the 


telephone from the Gauleiter ordering me to keep myself available for a night 
conference. In the course of our conversation that evening Gauleiter Giesler 
disclosed the fact to me that Obergruopenfuehrer Kaltenbrunner hac given him 
instructions, in accordance with an order from the Fuchrer, that there should 
be an immediate plan made regarding the liquidation of the concentration camp 
at Dachau and the two Jewish workers camps at Muehldorf and Landsberg. 
instructions stated that these two Jewish workers camps at Landsberg an 
Muchlcorf were to be destroyed by the German Air F rce, since the sites of 
those two camps had lately and repeatedly been affected by hostile bombing 
Attacks. The action was given the cmouflage name *Cloud One?."

Á To give a reasonable explanation for that document isn't humanly 
possible, since it is an invention from "A" to "Z" and a fake, 1 state that 
this is a complete and utter lie c ming from Gerdes, and I can only 2raw your 
attention to the fact that there is material supporting my statement, which 
originates from the Higher SS anc Police Leader in Bavaria, Count Eberstein, 
who considers Gerdes! statement as being completely incredible. I would like 
to refer to these accusations in cetail as follows: 

He says that on a Tuesdey, in the miccle of April, 1945, he received 
a call from the Gauleiter to be available for a night conference, He cisclosed 


an instruction from F&ltenbrunner, in accordance with an

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1945, I was having discussi.ns with the President of the Red Cross, Burckhardt, 
regarding the surrender and help to be given to all Jews; when I discussed 
with him his personal action on behalf of Jews, and when I achieved that purpose, 

4 Did you have any possibility to influence the German Air Force in 
this respect? 

Á I neither had the possibility to give the Air Force orders, and 
Such an order would have had to go through the Chief cf the Air Force and he, 
of course, would have turned me down because you must tealize that at this 
point, when everyone knew that the war had come to an end, the Air Force wouldn't 
have lent its hand to a terrible crime, 

Q And now, with the permission of the Tribunal, and because it is 
a terrible accusation, I'm quoting a few sentences from this document, because 
the Prosecution, too, has read these sentences into the record, The document 
goes on to says 

"I was aware that I would never carry this order out," This is 
Gerdes talking. "Since the action "Cloud A-1! had long since been carried 
out and couriers from Kaltenbrunner kept arriving, I was supposed to discuss 
details megarding tnis action, I was supposed to have discussed them with 
the Kreisleiter concerned, The couriers which in most cases were SS 
officers, mostly 88 Untersturnfuehrers, used to give me brief and sharp orders 
for me to read and showed me messages and threatened me with severe punishment, 
including execution, in case of disobedience, I coulc always excuse the 
failure to carry out the plan with bad flying weather or with lack of petrol 
or lack of bombs, 

"Consequently, Kaltenbrunner ordered that the Jews should be marched 
from Landsberg to Dachau, so that they should be included in the extermination 
action which was going on at Dachau, whereas the acticn at Muehldorf was to be 
carried out by the Gestapo. The orders for the concentration camp at Dachau, 
which Kaltenbrunner gave, were given the name !Cloud Fire,! The inmates of 
the concentration camps at Dachau, with the exception of the Aryan members 
of the western powers, were to be liquidated with poison. Gauleiter Giesler 
received that order directly from Kaltenbrumer and in my presence he discussed 


them with the Health Officer, Dr, Harfeld, and talked about the finding of the 


necessary amount of poison. Dre Harfeld promised that the necessary amount, 
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in accordance with the order, would be obtained, and he received instructi ns 
to wait for my further orders, 

"Since I wished to prevent this action from being carried out at all 
events, I gave πο further instructions to Dr, Harfelc. The inmates of the 
camp at Landsberg had hardly arrived at Dachau when a courier from Kaltenbrumer 
ordereé the beginning of the action which was called Cloud Fire!, The 
execution of the two actions were prevented by me in that manner and I stated 
to Giesler that the front line was too near and that the execution was to be 
left to Kaltenbrunner, 

"Kaltenbrunner gave written instructions to Dachau that all detainees 
who were members of the Western European Powers were to bo loaded on to lcrries 
and transported to Switzerland, whereas the remaining inmates were to be marched 
afoot into the Tyrol, where the final liquication of the detainees would be 
carried out with cue speed."

A This document is utterly and completely untrue, But, Doctor, I 
must have an opportunity to define my viewse I must be given an opportunity

A This appears to be important to me, According to his statement, 
I must have had dozens of couriers Curing my stay in Austria. The persons with 
me consisted of two men, my driver and my acministrative adjutant, his name 
was Scheitler, and I must say that there were three of us.
